It is a shame that the cry of “fire” 
should dement the men and women of this 
age, for so long as the panic-terror is po- 
tent there is no way to tell in what hour 
or in what place another horrible dis- 
aster will fall. No theater is safe, no 
building is secure, no crowd is not porten- 
tous as long as people are seized by the 
blind passion of fear at the first sign of 


danger.

RIOT STARTS. 

Ojeda climbed from his improvised 
platform and the crowd began to dis- 
solve, or seemed to. Then came the 
ingane-launched blow from behind 
which sent Kriege reeling, while at 
least six men threw themselves upon 
him, with knives drawn. Then rocks 
and bricks, hastily drawn from pock- 
ets where they had been previously 
secreted, began to fly. as the frensied 
mob deployed to a position, with its 
flanks on Los Angeles street 
and Sanches alley. 

Sergt. Hagenbaugh, with three 
other policemen, were with Kriege at 
the inception of the riot. While the 
others beat back the frenzied rioters 
and attempted to reach Kriege, Ha- 
genbaeugh ripped his way through the 
cordon of rioters to a telephone and 
called for the reserves. en he 
swung back into the thick of con- 
flict again and was twice thrown 
from his feet, as well as hit on the 
head with a brick.

which resulted in the spilling of blood 
are thus described by Alfr Koenig 
heim. e police chauffeur who shot 
Adam and assisted in rescuing 
Krieg 

“Brown was rushin them down 
Sanchez alley.” he “when I saw

I re- 
member he went down right under a 
bie Rull Durham sign at the mouth of 
the aller.

I guess I fired four or five 
times. but all but the one that took 
the fellow in the stomach went wild. 
Then things sort of cleared, for the 
other reserves had come, and we 
looked around for the fellows I hit, 
but they had been carried off, though 
the dead one we found in the IW. W. 
Hall.“ 

With the arrival of the fresh re- 
serves the streets about e Plaza 
were cleared and a cordon thrown 
around the whole district to prevent 
further rioting. 

TWO THOUSAND SEE IT. 
More than 2000 persons saw the 
whole affair in either one or the other 
of its two phases. Many of these were 
on street cars that were stalled while 
the police were rushing automobile 
loads of men and ambulances to the 
front, Others were in stalled automo- 
biles or mere sensation seekers who 
rushed to the scene as soon as the 
news of the rioting reached them.

YANKEES LIKE WALNUTS. 


Year Than Will Be Produced This 


Year, According to Expert. 
FULLERTON, Dec. 25.—The 
United States consumed 60,000,000 
pounds of English walnuts last year, 
or more than the entire world pro- 
duction for this season, declares Sec- 
retary Staley of the Fullerton-Pla- 
centia Walnut Association. He says: 
“It would not be an exaggerution 
to say that the United States will con- 
sume the entire walnut crop this sea- 
son if our dealers can get hold of it. 
Our consumption last year was im 
mense, and equals the entire output 
of all walnut producing lands for 
the present seeson. There has been a 
universal falling off in the crop, and 
in some places failure. 
“California ts the only State in the 
Union where walnuts are grown for 
commercial wurposes. Our crop is 
small. The same can be sald for the 
groves of France, our nearest com- 
petitor, Manchuria, Chile and Italy. 
The production of English walnuts 
lies about equally between California 
and France. 

“There have been statements made 
to the effect that the Chinese are g0- 
ing to ruin the walnut industry of 
this country by producing immense 
quantities with cheap labor. I do not 
think these fears are justified. 4 
Chinaman must produce too much on 
his little picce of ground to make 
walnut culture profitable. It is only 
in the hills and out of way places 
among the mountains that walnuts 
are raised at all. The crop is uncer- 
tain. Only cccasionally does a con- 
signment drift down into the regular 
channels of trade.”

A NEW DEPARTURE,

Following the lead of such insti- 
tutions as Leland Stanford, Jr., Uni- 
versity and the University of Chicago, 


Occidental College, beginning next 
Feptember, will broaden its entrance 
requirements for freshmen. In wid- 
ening its list of admission subjects it 
also stiffens ita entrance tests. Thus 
Occidental is raising its scholzstic 
standard and adjusting its require- 
ments to the greatly enlarged scope 
of sécondary education. The plan 
has still another decided advantage, 
im that it relates the work of the 
college more closely to the life of 
the people, which is an  essentia! 
factor in all true education. These 
changes are also in line with the 
general trend of standardization 
recommended by the Carnegie Foun- 


Admission to the freshman clase 
may be secured in either of iwo 
ways: 


First, by passing a satisfactory ex- 
amination in the subjects necessary 
for entrance. 

Second, by presenting a certificate 
of graduation from an accredited 
high school or academy, with an of- 
ficial record showing satisfactory 
completion of the subjects necessary 
for entrance. 

The candidate must, in all instances, 
be recommended as prepared for col- 
lege work, by the principal of the 
high school from whence he comes. 
He must present for entrance at least 
fifteen units of admission credits, the 
unit being the equivalent of five reci- 
tations per week in one subject con- 
tinued through one year. Of this 
minimum of f€fteen units, two must 
be in English, the remaining thirteen 
to be selected from such subjects as 
have gained an established place and 
part in an accredited high school cur- 
riculum, provided that not more 
than three units selected hall be 
from the so-called vocational sub- 


The United States Bureau of Edu- 
cation devotes its entire iulletin num- 
ber seven to “College Entrance Re- 
quirements,”” end Occidental believes, 
with the bulletin, that the American 
high school, and the Americal col- 
lege must be more closely adjusted 
or the education system will be 
faulty. The problem is a broad one, 
and the solution largely depends 
upon a reasonable amount of fiex!i- 
bility of college entrance require- 
ments. 

The Carnegie Foundation for the 
Advancement of Teaching has ap- 
proved this problem from the point 
of view of both the college and the 
school, particularly urging upon the 
college that low and uncertain en- 
trance requirements constitute one of 
the chief causes of college inefficiency 
and at the same time demoralizes 
the high school and retards develop- 
ment of four-year high schools. 

The foundation shows that the 
prescription of a frigid traditional 
course of study. as the only prepara- 
tion for college, results in a large 
increase in the number of students 
admitted to college with entrance 
conditions, thereby crippling the col- 
lege. Moreover it also shows that 
strong colleges presuppose strong 
high schools, and that one of the 
conditions for the strengthening of 
the high school is the granting to it 
of greater freedom in adapting its 
instruction to the actual needs of 
boys and girls in attendance. Many 
communities demand that the in- 
structions, while continuing to pro- 
vide a sound education, shall be re- 
lated more apecifically to the in- 
dustrial, commercial, social and civic 
life of the community. The demand 
for the adaptation of education to 
changing conditions is not now and 
never has been long denied, but the 
need is now acute, because of the 
rapidity of recent social changes. 
Such adaptations will, it is claimed, 
strengthen secondary education, be- 
cause the boys and girls feel that 
their work is worth while, whether 
they go to college or not, and com- 
munities will be more generous in 
their support, making it possible to 
secure better schools and better 
teachers. 


— 

In view of this new policy, which 
Occidental believes to be a forward 
movement for sane and sound higher 
education, it places itself in line with 
institutions who believe that the true 
measure of the standard of the col- 
lege ought to be the number of units 
that must se completed before en- 
‘ering college rather than the num- 
ber that entitles the entrant to ad- 
mission “without condition.” Oc- 
cidental will apandon its practice of 
enrolling “conditioned” freshmen, 
who come deficient in from one-half 
to one and cne-half units. 

The adoption of more flexible en-

To those of the 
Presidential party who expected 
warm and bulmy temperature the

They romped 
around a Christmas tree set up for 
the patients of the hospital, unaware 
of the fate which had overtaken some 
of their brothers and sisters and the 
father of one of them. A boy 7 or 8 
years old, who was taken to one of 
the morgues, showed signs of life 
soon after, but no restoratives and 
no physician were immediately avail- 
able and death ensued. 
One couple entered the Town Hall, 
where all the bodies had been gath- 
ered, to look for their missing child. 
Their hopes ran high when they had 
looked at seventy of the bodies and 
failed ta find their loved one, but 
the last body they viewed, the sev- 
enty-first, was that of the missing 
one. 

Members of the Calumet fire de- 
partment relate many instances of 
heroic attempts to rescue the panic- 
stricken people in the ill-fated hall. 

FAILED TO SAVE BOY. 
Patrick Ryan arrived on the scene 
a few minutes after the crush oc- 
curred at the foot of the stairway. 
e estimated that there were about 
100 riled on top of each other when 
he reached the entrance. The pile 
reached to about half the height of 
the stairway. They were wedged in 
so tightly it was impossible to extri- 
cate any from the foot of the stairs. 
A boy of about 6 caught hold of Mr. 
Ryan’s hands and to be res- 
cued. The human masse kept press- 
ing down and it was impossible to 
save the boy. A girl of S or 9 grasped 
the hands of Angelo Curto, another 
fireman, kissed them and implored 
him to save her. The crush was so 
great he was compelled to, give up 
the attempt and she perished. 

Mrs. A. Niemela, one of the vic- 
tims, was suffocated while standing 
up.

ELAVAN COMET 
COMING NEARER. 


MAY SOON BE VISIBLE TO THE 
NAKED EYE. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 25.—Dela- 
van’s comet, the latest stranger in 
the skies to come within the range 
of the telescopes, of expert star 
gazers, may be visible to the naked 
eye soon. The faintly illumined, be- 
tailed object apparently is drawing 
nearer the earth, although up to 
Wednesday night it was not to be 
geen by a less powerful glass than 
the five-inch finder of the great tele- 
scope at the naval observatory here. 
Scientists here are keenly inter- 
ested in the comet, which was dis- 
covered by Paul T. Delavan, of the 
Argentine naval observatory at La 
Plate. It was first observed in this 
country by Prof. Asaph Hall, U.S. N.. 
at the naval observatory last Thurs- 
day night and observations were 
taken again Friday night and 
Wednesday night. 

The comet has a bright nebulosity 
and on the night of December 19 it 
showed a fairly bright nucleus, sur- 
rounded by nebulosity and ap 

to have a faint tail following. 
Amateur astronomers with small 
giasses may seek the comet, Prof. 
Hall said, by using the Zeta Eridani 
for a starting point.

Former President of Nicaragua 
Says He Came to United States to 


Sell His Bonds.

NEW YORK, Dec. 25.—Jose Santos 
Zelaya, former President of Nica- 
ragua, before his departure for Bar- 
celona, Spain, yesterday, issued a state- 
ment explaining the nature and pur- 
pose of his stay in the United States. 

“I was under no agreement what- 
seever to leave the United States,” he 
sald. “I am leaving the country now 
because I have completed my private 
business and I am glad to relieve the 
Department of State of any em- 
barassment I may have caused them. 
The department has handled my case 
with the consideration and _ justice 
which is to be expected from a great 
and honorable government and for 
which I am grateful.” 

Zelaya explains that in a spirit of 
patriotism he had lent the bulk of his 
fortune to the Nicaraguan govern- 
ment to assist the country in its war 
against Honduras in 1907 and that as 
evidence of the government's indebt- 
edness, government bonds had been 
iasued to him which constitute an 
absolute first lien on the customs re- 
ceipts of Nicaragua. These bonds, 
Zelaya says, have been sold by him to 
an American company, the transac- 
tion necessitating his presence in this 
country.

NCIENT ARMOR 
AND WEAPONS. 


lection of armor and weapons, con- 
signed to the Metropolitan Museum of 
New York, is coming to New York 
from Parts in sixteen batches by as 
many liners. The shipment com- 
prises sixty enormous cases, thirty of 
which have already been dispatched. 
William Henry Riggs received @ 
cable dispatch this week that the first 
shipment which left Paris on the Lor- 


rain November 22 had safely arrived 
Aland had been installed. It is learned 


that while the collection has deen 
consigned to the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum, Riggs has not decided whether 
his gift to the nation shall remain 
there or be housed elsewhere. 

Riggs will sail for New York in 
January to arrange the exhibition per- 
sonally at the Metropolitan Museum. 


It will be his first visit in many years. 
Wal He has lived in France for half a cen- 


tury. The value of the armor is esti- 
mated by Riggs at $3,500,000, and the 
equipment for horses with shields is 
worth nearly a million more. 

The armor comprises 196 aaa 
suite, which is larger than the al- 
lace collection of London. All the 
suits have historical associations. The 
collection has been housed in Riggs s 
Paris home, at No. 18 Rue Murillo, in 
a gallery, 150x650 feet, extending the 
entire depth of the block to the Rue 
Lisbonne. 

The armor is packed with the great- 
est care under the personal super- 
vision of Riggs, who came from his 
summer home at Laichon, in the 
Pyrenees, for the purpose. He has 
declined to make any statement un- 
tll the collection shall have arrived in 


New York, when he will give the his- vines 


tory of each plece and also the ro- 
mantic manner in which he obtained 
it during his forty-seven years of col- 
lecting. 

The collection has never been ¢ex- 
hibited to the public, although per- 
sonal friends have been allowed to 
visit the gallery. A few large pieces 
were shown at the Paris Exposition 
of 1879 and were unanimously de- 
clared to be the best specimens ex- 
tant. 

During Riggs’s long absence from 
Paris the collection has been guarded 
by a small army of devoted servants, 
whe are alone allowed to handle the 
precious pieces as they are placed in 
the packing cases. 

The finest examples of all periods 
of European armor are contained in 
the collection. There is a rare gold- 
inlaid French corselet, belleved to 
have been the property of Francis I, 
also Damascus, Itallan and Spanish 
gold and silver inlaid and plate armor, 
English chain shirts, a Swedish hau- 
berk of the time of Gustavus Adel 
mus, decorated Venetian helmets, 
and the huge, rough steel headgear of 
the Rhine Barons. There is also a 
wide range of weapons owned by 
many famous warriors. 

One of the finest pleces belonged to 
a famous Constable of France of the 
fifteenth century and is intrinsically 
worth $150,000 on account of the in- 
lay of precious metal. This was shown 
at the Paris exposition and was gc- 
claimed as the finest piece ever ex- 
hibited. 

The entire collection amounts to 
8000 pieces, the majority being from 
the fourteenth to the seventeenth 
century. 

The room containing the collection 
was protected against burglary by an 
elaborate system of electric 
Similar precavtions were taken 
against fire, the complete circuit of 
the museum being made every night 
by a valet, who has been thirty years 
in Riggs'’s service. Riggs employs no 
secretary and is personally listing and 
preparing the history of every piece 
as it is packed. He estimates that 
the final shipment will be by Christ- 
mas. It is learned from an authori- 
tative source that it was the opposi- 
tion of members of the family to of- 
fering the collection to the museum 
that determined Riggs to have it go 
to America before his death.

River. Roughly described, this road 
is that between Anaheim and Stanton 
and between that road and Garden 
Grove. The lowest bidder is Hart, 
Chamberlain & Ducey, whose figure is 
$25,608.20. Chamberlain is conmplet- 
ing section one of the Santa Ana- 
Huntington Beach road. 

Within three months Orange county 
will have fifty miles of its good roads 
system completed, and by next sum- 
mer a good many more miles will be 
a portion of the county will be 
finished.
